WATER AS FUEL. 


la this age of progressive science per- 


haps greater marvels .hare beea accom- 
plishsa than the f- at o£ ex'raeting heat and 
light from tbe wulers ol the ocents, lakes 
livttt; and it is scarcely Bute to predict 
that tbe grent revolution of substituting 
that t-lsrctnt for coal and other fuel will 
uot be effected before the close of tbe pres- 
ent century. At all events, il is claimed 
by an Eastern chemist that he has solved 
.the problem of separating the constituent 
elemanta of water, oxygen aod hydrogen, 
in each a manner ai to utilize them as 
gases, thua producing beat and light inde- 
pendent ol coal, wood or other combustible 
matter. It would be almost impossible to 
estimate the value of sach nn inven'.ioD, 
provided the process is not too costly, and 
the iavantor would doubtless btooie the 
richest mnn in the woild if his inventive 
genius was combined with such business 
qualifications as would enable him to reap 
the Inll pecuniary benefit of his discovtry. 
If the cliiims of ihe E-istern scifntist stould 
prove well founded, it would practically 
close down all of the coal mines in tbe 
world and send the stock of all oil oud gas 
companies to a long way below .par, 
It 


would supplant all other fuel now used for 
eteatD, domestic or o'her purposes, and en 
tirely revolutionize all presaut systems of 
. raotise power. 
Tb« oct-au steamships 


won'd davote tho spice now nsecl for coal 
to freight, and drawing water from the sea, 
evaporate the suit, and use tbe purified 
fluid for fuel. 
The water mills would be 


abandoned, for all the power necessary to 


1 run the machinery could he procured from 


the smilleet streams, or such springs or 
wells us would famish tae trifling amount 
of water necessary for the purpose. Where 
fuel i* two high to allow of tDanafacturiug 
upon »n exteubivd scale and where the peo- 
ple have to draw their mnnufnctured Biip- 
plits from long distaccts, the difficulty 
wonlj be easily overcome aatl all localities 
would be peifeclly independent. 
While 


this discovery or alleged discovery may 
prove n failure as have others in the same 
line btfoi'u it: there is no doubt bnt the 
present means of producing power wiil be 
radically obaug'-d before many years. 
It 


is ea\v anotigh in these d:iys of rapid pro 
gross so proJiut grunt ohaogaa, but there is 
a fiiui t.o-ief in the raindd of scientific men 
who have investiyated the subject that tho 
meth'-idd oi producing posver, LOW in vogac', 
will be. §uperceded by gome invention 
which will startle tbe world ncrl revolution- 
ize IUe rnntive machia&ry. 


HK. FITCH BEPtlES TO MK. CAS- 


SIDY.

EDITOR STATE JOCBKAL: Mr. Cussidy, of 


[he Euieka Sentinel, in the last is»ue of 
that valuable journal, assumes to be curious 
as to whether I intend to "accept the 
work" of the Republican party in Congress 
upon the silver question. I had uot flut- 
tered myself that my opinion upon ibis or 
any subject was of sufficient consequence 
to inspire the curiosity or provoke tbe com- 
ment ;f Mr. Cassidy, but I huve no objec- 
tion to repeating here that which I said iu 
substance in a communication to the Reno 
Gazette at the time of the passage of tbe 
bullion purchasing latv. I hope that the 
law recently enacted will adianoe largely 
and permanently the valna of silver, and 
thus expelite the ullimate restoration of 
/res coinage, and 1 do uot doubt that Ihe 
frea ouiuhge Republicans who voted for the 
law did so with this expectation an.3 be- 
canssit was batttr in their judgment than 
DO law at iJl. Personally I have little bope 
that any such 
fnvorable result will bb 


achieved, and I do not believs that any ad- 
equate remedy for the evils wiooghtby the 
demonetization law of 1873 will be found 
exoeps in unconditional repeal of lh.it law 
and restoration of silver to free and un- 
limited coinugi'. I am very sorry that Ka- 
pnbiicans ooat of the Missouri river gener- 
ally voted against froa coinage, and I joiu 
Mr. Cjssidy in the r^grtt which he doubt- 
less feeh, although he doss not express if. 
that the Demociats east of the Allrghenioa, 
including their receut and prospective can- 
didate for the Presidency, aro nearly solid 
against Ihs double staLdard, But I submit 
to the well known [airness of Mr, Cassidy 
that as neither tbe Republicans nor the 
Democrats in this State (mdoise-tho action 
of thiir Eastern party associates on this 
qae^ioo, and as the R~pubi;'c<iLS by tbe 
resolutions of tlit-ir State Cei.tral Commit- ' 
tee have formally denounced such notion, J 
and as the Democrats doubtless in spirit! 
denounce tbe anti-free coinage cloctrinfs ot 
Mr. Clevalan i and thd New York, New 
England and Middle State Democracy, al- 
thor.gb as yet they bave not formally sr.id 
so. whs-tber (iihfr lUpubiicEUS or Demo- 
crals in this State should gain advantage or 
suffer disadvantage by actions of their 
Eislrin party asaociutes wfcich tley can 
uot coutiol, uud have distinctly rfpndiatfld. 


-Muy I be pardoned for suggesting in con- 


closion that Mr. Cussiily would bettor 
serve tha cnut'fl of froe coinage to which he 
U BO greatly clevctt-d, aud of which ho is 
so distinguished and ab!o rin mlvocnle, if 
ho would devote his great la'.t-nts !o cui:- 
liuued aclvooncy of tbut cau«t>, r;,thtr U.-nu ! 
to an effort to place the Republicans of 
Navffla in o position which he must know 
ihey have uovcr assnmed and cannot ba 
driven to occupy.

THE SILVER VICTORY. 


Tbe New York Herald, ot Jnly 9th, says

Senator Jones, of Nevailft, has carried 


the day for silver. 
Aftor a lony nml bitter 


controversy the silver question has taken 
the position most satisfactory to tha Sena- 
tor, who was in command ot the silver 
forces. Ho probably dots uot get whtit he 
ivunted, bnt much more than he expected. 
The ailvtr mpn were wise to intrust their 
campaign to a loader with so much experi- 
ence, ability r.nd courage. 


Now that we are ta have unlimited fil- 


ver, what next? It is an experiment not to 
be viewed, without alarm. The question 
will lemain: 
Can a government make 


money out of anything but coney? 
Is real money anything but gold? 
Does 


not tbe power, to give salvor u gold value 
imply the power to civs the Rnroo valua to 
iron and cuppsr? 
Can legislation mako a 


token into a coin? And it we are prrpiiieil 
lo transmute our silver into gold values at 
the rate of so rainy onncrs a month, are 
we also crepared to do the same for the 
ingots of Europe and Asia? 


Perhaps a silver exclusion bill could be 


passed based on tbe principles of tbe 
Chinese Restriction Act, forbidding tbe 
importation of tho rupee, tbo lael find the 
franc. 
Such a measure would bo effective 


until the machinery wns prepared for 
obacgiuB tbe foreign silver ioto bright, 
new, 
shining American coine—;iie Eagle 


and the Goiitiesa of Liberty in full, un- 
qaigtiontd glory. 
The machinery for tbie 


transformation exists, we bolievf, in Bir- 
mingham. . 
' 


Our Western friends, however, aro bent 


on having their silver. They have drroimea 
themselves into nn ecstasy over the benefits 
•that will come (o trade aud crops and EO- 
ciety at large. 
Wo hope that every illusion 


will be realized. 
No ono will be better sat- 


isfied than ihoae wbo have donsi what tb«y 
conld to prevent this doubtful experiment. 


The New York World, of the 9th. refers 


to the fight ns follows: 


There is no essential difference between 


the compromise, silver bill and a simple free 
coinage nuajore so fur as direct effects 
upon the curreccy are concerned. This 
bill will convert all tbe silver in the market 
into money in tbe form of Treasury notes, 
and a irefi coinage bill could do no more. 


Boating for Mines. 


Nearly all of onr State exchanges make 


mention of the arrival of mining men and 
experts in tbeir localities, for the parrpoae 
of examining raining properties with a vitw 
to purchase. In many instances they are 
bound for oatsija districts which have not 
been. visited by aDTons except tUa owners 
orclaims therein, sine ,tbey;were organized, 
and wbicb have t«i rtofore failed to utirdct 
the notice or attention of capitalists or 
those on the 'ookoot for favorable pros- 
pacts to boiul Eor speculative pnr^OF 
Tbt re is doubtless greater activity iu that 
line than at any time in the last ten years 
and lh>; probability is that more sales will 
be affected imd A greater number cf prop 
erties developed this season than daring 
tbo eutiie time we have mentioned. 
This 


change is directly a 
1 tr.br. table to the passage 


of tha Silver till which has acted like 
magio in awakening renewed interest in 
silver miuing, as is indicated by tho active 
a:aroh for favorable opportucities to invest 
in properties which would hare remained 
dormant for years to come, btt for such 
favorable legislation in tbe interest of the 
white metnl. 


STKWABT DU\VNS FOWXXL. 


According to tbo dispatches, Senator 


Stewart has got the beat of Powell, Director 
of the Geological Survey. The Senate bus 
eliminated from the Civil Sundry bill Ihe 
appropriation of $777,000 for irrigation 
surveys. 
A Washington difpa'cb S'IJK: 


There is much rtgret expressed hers 


among Westeii firu thnt there should hav* 
been so much d^sention over irrigntioa mat- 
ti-ra. Tbo differences existing bet weon those 
bigh in authority has had tha pffrct of sac- 
ririoirig a handsome appropriation for irri- 
gaiiou purposes. 


Both sides of tbe question ho.vo beau so 


well argued by well pnstsd men, that it is 
burn to determine just what plan would ba 
befet, bnt the iinprtseion prevnils here tbat 
either Powell's or Stewart's plan would 
have beeii far prefcmble to the existing 
slate of affuirs—no appropriation at all. 


The discussion, however, has had one 


good effect, viz., the repeal of the Uw 
which reserves irrigable lands from settle- 
ment. If Senator. Stewart's theory is cor- 
rect, and his strictures upou Powell mer- 
ited, the appropriation would have been of 
bat little practical beu-.-fit to anyone, escept 
those connected with ita disbursement. 
Under the circumstances, therefore, the rt- 
peal of the Act above referred tn may be 
regarded as having been cheaply purchased 
at the expensa of asnmof money which, 
even if honestly disbursed, would not hare 
helped the actual setiler to an acre of the 
land for the improvement of which the ap~- 
propriation was intended. 


Why don't the Democratic papers that 


are growling about the silver bill compluiu 
of the effect it has hid npon the price of 
silvpi? The metal hM advanced nep.rlj 
twenty per cent, since it was evident that 
there would be (ivorablo legislation, and it 
is several cents higher now than when the 
Act was signed by the President. The trne

A Ball -with Two Mouths. 


A large number of persons visited 


Samuel Gugenheim's abattoir; at Forty- 
sixth street and First avenue, to see a nat- 
ural curiosity in the shape of a full grown 
black and white bull having two separate 
mouths, each containing teeth. The an- 
imal is 4 years old, weighs about 700 
pounds, and was raised on a farm near 
Yonkers by Mr. Robinson. The second 
mouth hangs from the dewlap, half way 
between tho base of the jaw and the 
shoulder, 
It is pouch shaped, seven 


inches long, five inches wide, and has an 
opening or mouth in the bottom about 
four inches across. In this mouth are 
nostrils and several well developed 
teeth. The animal breathes and drinks 
through both mouths and eats with the 
upper one. The head is well shaped, 
and the only other peculiarities are a 
double right shoulder, with the shoulder 
blade extending to the line of the back- 
bone, and a double jointed left fore leg.

Jamaica's Great Exhibition. 


The Jamaica exhibition, which is to be 


cpened by Prince George of Wales about 
Christmas, bids fair to be a very great 
success.

An Electric Brake for Trains, 


A new electric train brake works upon 


the inside face of the wheels, or rather 
upon an iron disk fitted to it. The disk 
or annular ring is a large plate of iron of 
considerable thickness and several inches 
in depth, and is securely bolted to the 
inner ride of the wheel. Opposite thisring 
is another, which encircles the axle 
loosely and is fixed by stays in such a 
manner that it cannot revolve with the 
wheel, but can be removed laterally so 
as to come in contact with or recede 
from the ring attached to the wheel. It 
is attached to powerful magnetic coils 
and constitutes a large electro-magnet. 
When the electric current Is applied to 
it it is powerfully attracted to the plate 
on the wheel, with the effect of arresting 
its revolution and so acting as a brake.— 
Chicago Herald. 


A Now Burgess Sloop. 


The Gossoon is the name of anew 


sloop that is soon to slide over the ways 
from the yard of Messrs. Lawley & Sons, 
and take its place among the fast sloops 
designed by Mr. Burgess. She is about 
forty feet in length; the mast is thirty- 
five feet, and will carry a mainsail, fore- 
staysail, jib, jibtopsail and gafftopsail, 
and when she is dead before the wind 
can add a spinnaker.- The Gossoon is 
owned by the Messrs. Adams, and is 
being built to race against the Minerva. 
—Boston Traveller. 


The "alternating mosquito bar" is said 


to be the name of the latest device for 
foiling the attempts of the mosquito to 
disturb one's sleep. It is simply a fine, 
flexible wire cloth or netting, which 
drapes the bed like a canopy. A small 
electric lamp, fed with power from a not 
too strong battery from beneath the bed, 
vitalizes the wires sufflciently.to devital- 
ize the unwary bird of Jersey foolish 
enough to connect with the netting in 
search for gore.
